News from Prattville states 
that 16-year-old James Watson 
has been indicted by the rand 
jury on a charge of murdering 
his aunt, Mrs. Jimmie Sowell, at 
her home near Prattville, Janu- 
ary 11, in an argument over go- 
ing to school. 

Watson, whose home is in 
Brewton, had been living with 
his aunt and her husband, a 
state employee. Young Watson 
disappeared after Mrs. Sowell 
was shot in the back of the head 
with a .22 rifle. He surrendered 
to officers at Brewton three days 
later. The boy admitted killing 
Mrs. owell when she repremand- 
ed him for staying out of school.

One of the most protracted 
January warm spells on record 
came to an end on Friday night. 
Saturday was quite cold and tem 
perature skidded to near freez- 
ing Sunday morning. Sunday 
and Monday were both quite cold 
and cloudy with temperature at 
32 degrees each morning, Clear- 
ing skies brought a temperature 
i rise Tuesday. Following such a 
‘long spell of abnormally warm 
| weather, it was feared that a 
cold snap would seriously dam- 
fage the coming fruit crop, but 
iso far no material damage is 
apparent, 

During the record-breaking 
January warm spell tempera- 
tures average from 10 to 20 de- 
grees above normal with an ac- 
cumulated excess of something 
like 350 degrees. 

During a considerable portion 
of this time the northern and 
middle sections of the country 
have been experiencing some of 
the coldest weather and worst 
blizzards in years.

ABC Board show that liquor in 
jthe amount co $47,308,762 was 
| purchased in state stores during 
1948, thus making the ABC 
|Board the largest single business 
operated by State of Alabama, 

This figure is over a million 
dollars less than the amount sold 
during 1947, 


The report shows that the low- | 


er price brands are replacing the 
bourbon and scotch which were 
in demand during the war years. 
Even though the total value of 
liquor sold during the year de- 
/creased. the number of sales in- 


* creased, for instance, during De- 


;cember, 1948 there were 1,570,411 
‘purchases made in the 56 state 
| stores, 34,905 more than were 
i/made during the same month 
the year before. 

The ABC law enforcement di- 
vision reported that ywoonshine, 
illegal liquor, also was on the 
increase during the year. Total 
arrests for violation of the pro- 
hibition law were 6,538, and 
2,554 stills were destroyed. 22,000 
gallons of moonshine liquor was 
captured, and 841,935 gallons of 
mash destroyed. J. T. Burton, 
enforcement director, stated that 
lif all these stills had been allow- 
led to operate throughout the 
lyear, liquor from them, if sold 
lat prevailing prices, would have 
'amounted to $36,578,000. 
| Off and on, as many as 21 
|special investigators were added 
‘to the ABC enforcement office 
by the governor and paid from
